CLASS “A”—I PROGRAM 
“A CEILING FOR A RECEPTION ROOM” 


The subject of this program is a design for a ceiling for a 
tapestry hung reception room. The tapestries to be used in the 
decoration of this room are assumed to be Italian of the Six- 
teenth Century. The general character of the ceiling design 
should, therefore, be dictated by this consideration. As shown 
in the blue print, the ceiling is divided by transverse beams into 
three panels. The center panel is to be enriched by a circular 
pictorial composition and each of the two end panels by rect- 
angular compositions, 


The theme of the composition is to be Morning, Noon and 
Night and the spaces between the pictorial panels and the cor- 
nice are to be filled with ornament which may be painted in the 
flat or indicated as sculptural relief, at the option of the de- 
signer. The soffits of the beams and the cornice surrounding 
each panel may, if desired, be ornamented in harmony with 
the ceiling proper.

CLASS “B”’—I PROGRAM 


“DECORATION FOR LADIES’ 
RESTAURANT” 


The subject of this program is a painted decoration for 
mirror in a wall of a ladies’ restaurant. The walls of a ladies’ 
restaurant are panelled with mirrors as shown in the accom- 
panying blue print. The problem is to design a painted decora- 
tion for one of these mirrors containing, in addition to conven- 
tional floral ornament, a single figure typifying one of the 
seasons. This painted ornament applied in this way was much 
used during the Seventeenth and Eighteenth Centuries in 
France and Italy, and was derived in some instances from 
China, or, sometimes, from classic Italy. The effect of the 
mirror background is to emphasize the silhouette of the painted 
forms and this prob'em is intended primarily as an exercise in 
silhouette design. The pilasters, cornice and frame surrounding 
the mirror should also be treated in color in harmony with 
the design proper.

“AN EXTERIOR STAIRWAY” 


The main avenue of an important city leads into a plaza. 
On the axis of the avenue a monumental stairway leads from 
the plaza to the public gardens that are 35 feet above the level 
of the plaza. The distance from the plaza to the edge of the 
gardens is 280 feet and the width of the composition at the 
disposal of the student is not to exceed 130 feet at right angles 
to the avenue. The edge of the plaza is at right angles to 
the axis of the avenue. 


The stairway should be treated in a monumental way and a 
fountain composed with it is to be an important decorative 
feature.
